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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  221 


For  the  re-location  of  Tennessee  Avenue  at  its  intersection  with 
the  west  hank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River. 

Resolved  hy  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  re-locate  Tennessee 
Avenue  at  its  intersection  with  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River. 

Said  re-location  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street 
purposes  a triangular  strip  of  land  described  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a point  on  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River 
where  the  south  line  of  Tennessee  Avenue  intersects  the  same,  thence 
west  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  feet,  thence  in  a south-easterly  direc- 
tion to  a point  on  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River  that  is  sixty 
eight  (68)  feet  south  of  the  South  line  of  Tennessee  Avenue,  thence  n 

north  along  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, 

mffig  (this  is  intended  to  be  a description  of  a piece  of  land  to  be  take  tv 
off  of  the  north  east  portion  of  the  land  owned  by  James  S.  Shoemaker  in 
Lot  No.  2 of  Wells  Preemption.) 

All  of  the  above  described  lands  are  shown  by  a plan  of  such  pro- 
posed re-location  of  said  Tennessee  Avenue  now  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  re-location  of  said  Tennessee  Avenue  above  described  is  described  as 
all  lots  or  parcels  of  land  not  occupied  by  streets  and  alleys  lying 
east  of  Clinton  Street,  south  of  Elizabeth  Street,  west  of  the  St.  Joseph. 
River  and  north  of  the  St,  Mary’s  River. 

All  of  said  street  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  re-location  o 
of  that  portion  of  Tennessee  Avenue  as  above  described  being  situated  in 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana.
